CHAPTER VIM. 



The. Japanese. 
According to the talk of the German 
■diplomats before the war tho expecta- 
'tlon was that Japan's power would bo 
'uaed against America at the first op- 
portunity. "Whether the- object ot this 
campaign was to stir up trouble be- 
•twceh Japan and America or only to 
■awaken this country to a sense of the 
danger which the Germans professed 
to believe threatened her I don't know. 
■t do know, however, that prospect of 
a Japanese-American war seemed to 
worry the Germans considerably more 
than It worries us. 

The day England declared war 
•against Germany, August 5, 1914. the 
Prince von Pless called to see me pro- 
feSBlonally. 

"There wUl be two wars fought," he 
said, oracularly. "The present one, by 
which we shall gain control of the con- 
tinent of Hiurope forever, and then a 
war with the yellow races, in which 
we shall probably have your country 
'to assist usl" 

That tills opinion was more or less 
■general In Germany may account for 
the fact that\;from the time war was 
•declared until August 23, J914, when 
■ Japan declared war against Germany, 
the Japanese residents In Berlin were 
. made the subject of the most sicken- 
ing attentions. It was reported that 
JTapan was going to attack Russia, and 
the Germans could not do enough to 
show their newly bom admiration for 
the yellow race which they had hltlier- 
to so deeply despised. The Japs were 
carried through the streets on the 
.■Bhouhlers of the popUlace and kissed 
and cheered wherever they appeared 
:ln public. 

And then Japan declared war against 
' Germany I Instantly there was a wild 
'demonstration In the streets of Berlin, 
which would have resulted most dlsas- 
•trously for the Japs who had so recent- 
ly been hulled as friends but for the 
. astonishing fact that every single Jap 
=had succeeded In getting away from 
Berlin before the news of Japan's en- 
try Into the war became generally 
known. 

In the absence of Japanese upon 
'which to vent their spleen, the Ger- 
mans did everything they could to 
make life miserable for those who re- 
sembled Japs. The few Chinese who 
were there were terribly treated either 
'"because they were taken for Japs or 
i because they were of the same race. 
'The Siamese minister, Prince Traldos, 
'Who was one of my patients, told me 
that when his wife and children went 
out on the streets the crowds followed 
them and Jeered, referring to the Jap- 
anese ns monkeys and using other op- 
probrious epithets. They even went 
BO far ns to spit In Princess Traldos' 
face, and the minister finally decided 
jto send her and the children to Switzer- 
land, although he himself remained at 
ails post. 

' I saw the kaiser shortly after the 
.Japanese declaration of war, and he 
■\rn3 very bitter against the United 
:6tates because of that development. 

"What Is your president thinking of 
ito allow a yellow race to attack a 
■^vhlte race 1 Now the Japanese are at- 
tacking Klau-Chau, and America could 
liave prevented It. All that America 
• had to do was to raise a finger and 
Japan would have known enough to 
keep her place I" 

He spoke In this strain on several 
Hubsequent occasions. 

When Klau-Chau fell ho again crit- 
icized the United States for not having 
^stopped Japan. 

"How can your president allow 
Japan to Increase In power at the ex- 
pense of a white race?" he asked, In- 
dignantly. "Now China Is lost to the 
•vorld forever. America is the one 
-power thot could have prevented It, 
but now Japan has got her fingers on 
China and she Is lost to us forever I" 

After we were In the war, the kaiser 
■expressed to me his opinion that our 
-object lb taking this step was four- 
ifold : 

"First," he said, "Wilson wants to 
■eave the money you have loaned to the 
nlUes, Second, he wants to have a 
neat at the peace table. Third, he 
wants to give your army and navy a 
little practical experience— unf or tu- 
•nately, at our expense. And fourth, 
and principally, he wants to prepare 
.-for the war with Japan which he 
Siraows Is Inevitable. The Japanese are 
fthe ones wlilch your country must look 
(Upon as Its real enemies." 

A German olficer of high standing 
told me Just before I. left Berlin that 
America had made the great mistake 
■of sending ammunition, guns and sup- 
.plles to Russia, via Japan, because 
.Japan had just retained the finely 
.inude American articles and hud 
dumped on Russia a lot of good-for- 
nothing. material of her own In their 
place. "Jly advice to America," he de- 
tlnred, "Is to cut the throat of every 
Japanese In America and .get rid of 
•the Internal danger." He did not sug- 
.gest cutting the throats of all the un- 
desirable Gernmna who were In Amer- 
ica and who had already demonstrated 
that they wero. far more dangerous 
^IhAQ the Japanesv had ever been. I 



Tho Kaiser's Confidence of Victory. 
About twelve years ago I attended 
the Gorman military ^maneuvers at 
lilegnltz, In Silesia, having been In- 
vited by some journalistic friends of 
mine to accompany them In the motor 
allowed the press. .The military repre- 
sentatives of England. France, Amer- 
ica and other countries were there 
\vlth the kaiser's staff to witness tho 
display of Gonuany'a military power. 
Apparently they were very much Im- 
pressed, for I heard afterwards that 
one of the French olllcers who bad 
been present had written a book In 
which he said: "Wltli such an army, 
Germany could anuex B!ranco in sis 
months 1" 

I happened to mention this fact to 
the kalsor shortly afterwards and his 
significant comraeut was: . 

**Sli months I I should hope so. It 
wouldn't take that long!" 

The confident belief that when "Der 
'Jag" — "the duy" — finally arrived, Ger.- 
many would crush her enemies and ac- 
complish hor object within a few 
months at tlie outside was held not 
only by the kaiser but by the people 
generally and their conduct when the 
war broke out clearly disclosed It 

When Gcrnmny'a man power was 
raoblllzod, no one la Germany believed 
It would be very long before they 
would all be hack and every effort was 
made to make their few weeks of ac- 
tive service os little Irksome as pos- 
sible. "Llebcsgaben,*! gifts of love, 
consisting of clothing and food of 
every description, were forwarded to 
them by their relatives and friends in 
tlie mfist lavish maaner, alUiough, of 
course, at that time the German com- 
missary was able to satisfy all the sol- 
diers' requirements. 

One of my patients told me that she 
had sent seventeen hundred pounds of 
sausages to one regiment within u 
week, and when I asked her why she 
had been so generous she replied that 
lier chauffeur was a member of the, 
regiment ! 

The extent to which the country's 
resources were squandered In those 
early months Is evidenced by the fact 
that the soldiers had such nn excess 
of lU-flttlng woolen wearing apparel 
that they used many of the knitted ar- 
ticles ns earpieces and covers for Iheir 
horses. No one hud the slightest Idea 
that the time might come when the 
whole nation would bo clothed in pa- 
perl 

At this late day It can hardly he 
necessary to establish how thoroughly 
prepared the Germans wero for the 
war, but an Incident which occurred In 
tlie early days of the confilct may not 
he out of place to show the self-satis- 
fied and confident altitude which all 
the Germans assumed. 

Two olllcers sitting ut a table la an 
out-of-door cafe shortly after tho war 
began overheard one of several ladles 
who were passing remark: "Look at 
those ofilcers sitting there drinking. 
Why are they not ot the front fight- 
ing?" Ose of the ofilcers got up and, 
approaching the ladles, eald: "Our 
work was completed months ago. We 
worked from early morning till late at 
night on plaus which our armies arc 
now carrying out It Is our time to 
rest" 

The resistance that Franco would be 
able to put up was always very lightly 
estimated, and If the lnter\'ontlon of 
England was at all taken Into consid- 
eration, tlio comparatively small army 
she could place in the field was re- 
garded as but a drop In the bucket com- 
pared with the well-trained German 
horde tliat was ready to sweep ucros.s 
tho border. How could EnRlaud's 80,000 
men cope with Von Kluck's 500,000 or 
the hastily mobilized French armies re- 
sist the thoroughly prepared, equipped 
and well-dlsclpllned German warriors? 
It Is really not to be wondered at 
that the Germans firmly believed that 
they would bring the allies to tlieir 
knees within a comparatively few 
weeks and that the coaquerlng Ger- 
man nrmles would celebrate Sedan 
day, September 2, In Paris. What ac- 
tually happened Is, of course, too well 
known here to require recital, but I 
know that tho Germans were kept In 
absolute Ignorance of the marvelous 
resistance the allies were able to put 
up In thosQ. critical days of- August and 
September, 1914, and to this' duy the 
majority of Germans have not heard 
of the battle of tiio Marncl 

Just after theEnglish passed their 
conscription law I was called to see 
the kaiser at the great army headquar- 
ters, which at that time were at Pless. 
Although the war had then lasted two 
or three times as long as the Germans 
had expected, the kaiser masked the 
depression he must have felt by put- 
ting on a bold front 

"How foolish for England to start 
conscription now," he declared, "She 
thInUs she can accompllsli In n few 
^ntmths what It has taken Germany a 
hundred years to attain. Armies and 
officers cannot bo developed over night. 
Wo have never stopped preparing since 
the days of Frederick tho Great I" 

"Yes, your majesty, but tho North- 
ern states In our Civil war put in con- 
scription two years after the begin- 
ning of the war," I suggested, 
"But just look how long your war 



lasted," the kaiser replied quickly. 
"This war won't last tlmt long. Tho 
allies will feel what the power of Ger- 
many Is long before English conscrip- 
tion can avail them anything I" 

"And while England Is slowly build- 
ing up her Insignificant army," the 
kaiser went on, "she will see America's 
navy and merchant marine constantly 
growing and; Uio dollar replaclag the 
pound ns tlio unit of the world's 
finance. No, Davis, England will soon 
be Pick of tlie war and will-look with 
fear upon America's growing power I" 
The Frencli army, too, was-generally 
belittled, and tho Russians were be- 
lieved to be absolutely negligible. Tlio 
French army was so poorly equipped, 
it was pointed out, that the ofilcers 
had to go to the field In pateat-leathcr 
boots, and on the Russian front, only 
the first-line men had guns, the others 
being armed with- clubs I 

Ev^^entunlly, officers and soldiers re- 
turning from the western front on fur- 
lough or passing through Urn countrj 
on route from one front to the other 
brought the report of the defeat before 
I'arls. Soldiers who participated In 
that disastrous retreat wrote from the 
new trenches to tlieir friends and rel- 
atives telling oL the terrible experi- 
ences they had undergone, when they 
went for days with nothing to cat but 
raw potatoes and tnirnlps which they 
picked from the fields. 

Wlien these reports finally spread 
through Germany the people began to 
realize that their generals in the west 
were not meeting with tho sumo success 
that Von nindonburg had had In the 
oast and Von Hlndenburg became the 
Idol of the people Immediately, a fact 
that was very distasteful to. tlie high 
command. 

The kalser'8 dislike of Von Hlnden- 
burg was of long standing. He had 
never forgiven that general for the mis- 
take he made during military maneuv- 
ers In peace time when by a brilliant 
stroke of strategy he had succeeded In 
capturing the kaiser's forces, iucludlng 
tlio kaiser and his whole staff I 

I have referred In a previous chapter 
to the kaiser's unbounded confidence 
after the Italian collapse In 1017. 
"Now, we've got the allies l" he ex- 
claimed, with an air of conclusiveness 
which emphasized the' optimism ho 
displayed. 

After the capture of Roumanla. ho 
exhibited a similar degree of exulta- 
tion. He believed that in that achlcve- 
moat he* had successfully solved the 
food problem—the one cloud which 
constantly darkened the kaiser's hori- 
zon. 

"Now the allies will never succeed in 
starving us." he said to me in my of- 
fice shortly after the Roumanian drive. 
"With Roumunin In our p'ockets and 
Sorvla already ours, their wonderful 
agricultural possibilities will supply 
our food needs and foil our enemies* 
en:orts to starve us. ladeed, they bad 
belter look out for themselves. Don't 
forget we have a monopoly on the 
potash mines of tho world. Without 
proper fertilization, American crops 
will go on decreasing and decreasing 
und they won't get any potash until we 
get ready to let them have It I" 

The failure of the Zeppelins from a 
military standpoint was undoubtedly a 
yroat disappointment to the German 
people at large, who had counted so 
much' upon tliera to bring disaster to 
England, but it cannot bo said that- the 
kulser shared their chagrin. On the 
contrary, I have reason to believe that 
he never expected very much from that 
arm of his military force except as It 
might bo useful to terrorize tho clvU 
pupuhUlou. 

A day or two after Zeppelin's death, 
ill 1017, a patient of mine, a lady, hap- 
pened to remark that It was too bad 
that the count had not lived to see the 
trmmph of his invention, and when 1 
Huw the imlser shortly afterwards I 
repeated her remark to see what he 
would say. 

"I am convinced tliat tho coun^ lived 
long enough to see all that the Zep- 
pelins were capable of accoropUsblng," 
\ms bis only comment It recalled the 
answer he had given me some years 
before when both Zeppelins and air- 
planes were in their hifancy and I had 
asked him which held tlie greater 
liromlse. "We do not know. Time 
alone will tell," was his reply. 

Tho last time I conversed with the 
kaiser was on November 20, 1017. Up 
to tlmt timo we had sent over 100,000 
troops, according to tho figures which 
have since been revealed by Secretary 
Baker. According to the'Ualser's in- 
formation, however, we had only ao,- 
000 men in Franco at that time and 
he was of the opinion that we would 
never have many more. 

"America Is having n fine time try- 
log to raise an army," ho declared 
satirically. "I hear that 1.000 mutinied 
tho other day In Now York and re- 
fused to get on* a transport, und a 
town in the Nortlnvcst composed prin- 
cipally of citizens of Swedish blood 
refused to rcg'Rter nt all I We are get- 
ting excellent Information about all 
conditions in America." 

Shortly before this hud come the rev- 
elations from Wusblngton of tht in- 
trigue of Count von Luxburg, thc'Oer- 
man'mlnlatcr to Argentina, and I know 
where the kalsor waa got ting the In- 



formation ho referred to. In nearly 
every case, it appeared, the kaiser's In- 
fornmnts wore misleading him. 

Both beftre and after we entered 
the war the Kaiser waa thoroughly con- 
vinced tlmt ^\c could play only a nom- 
inal part in It so far us nmn power 
was concerned and his assurance on 
that point undoubtedly accounted for 
his decision to carty through hlssub- 
nmrlte program even though It re- 
sulled in bringing us Into the war. 

"Do you realize how nmny tons ot 
shipping it takes to ship a single sol- 
dier?" he naked me on one occasion. 
I confessed my Ignorance on that 
point 

"Well, It takes six tons to tho man I 
To send over an army of 500,000 nien, 
therefore, your country would require 
0,000,000 tons of shipping In addition 
to the tonnage required for regular 
traffic. Whore Is It coming from, with 
my submarines sinking the allied ves- 
-sels faster than they can ever bo re- 
placed? My U-boats are doing won- 
derful work and wo are prepared to 
take care of nil the troops America 
may try to land In France," 

"How foolish for America to liave 
come Into the war," he went on. "If 
she could succeed In landing a real 
army in France, what good would It 
do? America can see how easy It was 
for me to break through and to cap- 
ture 300,000 of the Italians, and they 
nmst realize that I can break tlirough 
on the western front and do the same 
tiling there. If America had kept out 
of the wnr she would have gone on 
nuiking untold profits and when peace 
was finally declared she would have 
been In a most enviable position 
among the nations of the world. As It 
Is, Wilson will never have a seat -at 
the peace table If I can help It, and 
now America shall have to pay all tho 
costs of the war I" Evidently ho Imag- 
ined tlmt his triumph would bo so 
complete that there would be no peace 
table, but that the warring nations 
would be compelled to accept the 
terms he offered tliem. In which event, 
knowing, the magnanimity of the Ger- 
man nnike-up, I should say Uie world 
lit large would have to be content with 
%ery little. ^ 

How the kaiser feels now that the 
lillure of the U-boats to Intercept 
American troop ships must bo pain- 
fully apparent to him, and America 
has so overwl;,elnilagly overcome the 
shortufjo'of flhipping, I don't know, but 
It Is more tlinn probable that for some 
time to come tho real situation will, nt 
any rate, be successfully—concealed 
from the German people. I know th^it 
the failure of tho U-boat campaign was 
unknown to the-Germans up to the 
time I left BerllUT-In January, 1018. 

While the kalsor and tlio Gcrnmns' 
generally felt confident that we would 
never bo able to send many men 
.across, they professed to feel little 
concern even If we (Jld. 

According to some of the German of- 
ficers with whom I spoke, even If we 
landed 2,000,000 men In France It 
would not bo enough to break tho 
deadlock, as the GermVus wero taking 
a similar number of ^traln^d- troops 
from the Russian front' The only 
menace of American participation In 
Uic war lay In the possibility Umt we 
might add considerably to the allied 
air strength. Man power alone, they 
contended, would neve*' be sufficient to 
help the allies much, but overwhelming 
superiority in the air might occasion 
the Germans some annoyance. 

The kaiser himself had but n poor 
opinion of the fighting qualltlea of the 
American soldier so far na modern war 
requirements ure concerned. 

"The American soldier would pos- 
sibly give a good account of himself 
In open fighting," he declared, "but he 
Is not built for Uio kind of warfare he 
will encounter In France. Ho lucks 
the stolidity to endure life In the 
trenches. He Is too high-strung and 
couldn't stand tho Inactive life which 
1^ such an Important part of modern 
warfare. Besides, he lacks discipline 
and trained ofilcers." 



well when I visited them J never be- 
lieved, they would have come Into this 
war. They always acted as If they 
lilted me. My mother was EngUshi 
you know. 1 always -thought the 
world was big enough for three of us 
and we could keep It for ourselves— 
that Germany could control the conti- 
nent of Europe, England, through her 
vast possessions and ficet, could con- 
trol tlio Mediterranean and the far 
cast, and America could domlnate',thc 
western horalspherer' 

How long It would have been before 
Germany would have tried to wrest 
dominion from England can readily bo^ 
Imagined, and with tho whole ofEu-' 
rope and the far east under her tlmmb 
America would undoubtedly have 
proved too tempting a morsel for the 
kaiser's or his descendants' rapacious 
nmw to have resisted. Ho said that 
ho believed that the world was "big 
enough for three;" ho didn't eay It 
was too big for one. 

What was really In his mind, how- 
over, is Indicated by a passage In an 
address he made some twenty-flvo 
years ago, In which, na Rev. Dr. New- 
ell Dwlgbt Hlllls has pointed out, he 
used these words: 

"From my childhood I have been un- 
der tho Inffuence of five men — Alexan- 
der, Julius Caesar,' Theodoric II, Na- 
poleon and Frederick the Great These 
five men dreamed their dream of a 
world empire: they failed." I am 
dreanilng-my dream of aworld empire, 
but I shall succeed!" 

The kaiser's plan to dominate Eu- 
rope Included the control of Turkey, 
and ho made every effort to strengthen 
that country so that she might be n 
valuable ally In tho war to come. 

When Raly took Tripoli from Tur- 
key before tlie Balkan war I men- 
tioned to tho kaiser how opportunely 
Italy had acted, but the kaiser dis- 
missed my remark with an exclama- 
tion of displeasure, realizing, of 
course, that Turkey's loss was In a 
sense Ills own since he had planned to 
make Turkey his vassal. 

To that end he had sent German of- 
ficers to train the Turkish army and 
had supplied them with guns and mu- 
nitions. . With an eye to the future, 
too. he had constructed tho great BaR- 
dad railway. 

Wlien the Balkan war broke out In 
1012 the kaiser had great confidence 
that the German^ralnod Turkish array 
would acquit Itself creditably and 
that In the outcome of that confilct his 
European program would make consid- 
erable progress. He told me that he 
had a map of the war area placed In 
7ils motor and that with pegs he fol- 
lowed'^ the fortunes ot tho fighting 
nrmles*Avhlle he was traveling.

Systematlo Exportation Would Have a 

Great Effect on the Marketa 

of the World. 



An nrtlclo In a current magazine by 
A. J. Sack presents Btntlstlca on Rus- 
sia's forest resources as a means of 
paying the billions of dollars duo to 
home and foreign creditors. 

The astonishing statement Is made 
by this writer that Russia, including 
Siberia, has 1,125,000,000 acres-of tim- 
ber which is 63 per cent as much as 
tho whole world possessed. This I'P* 
source Is being set aside by Russian 
economists as a fund to pay tho coun- 
trj-'s debts. 

Tlie effect on America's business 
should be duly considered, observes 
Hardwood Accord In discussing the ar- 
ticle. Except oak. It continues, which 
is generally known In the market as 
the Japanese oak. It Is not probable 
that much Russian timber will reach 
tho United States; but It will compete 
wlUi American lumber In v'»ther mar- 
UetB, notably those of weston> Europe, 
and perhaps tlioso of eastern -^sm, 
western Soutli America and tho Pattflt 
Islands. 

•To that extent," says Hardwood 
Record, "our lumber business may bp 
hiirt by tho flood of forest producta 
from Russia. In- normal times Ger- 
ninny received 48 per cent of Its lum- 
ber Imports from Russia, and Eng- 
land's per cent of timber imports from 
that source was nearly as large. 

"Lumber shipments from Russia will 
come from the Baltic, from the Arctic 
coast of Russia proper and Siberia, 
and from the Pacific const of the lat- 
ter country. The principal lumber 
mnrketa of the worid can bo reached 
from those po|nta."

War Hastens Development, 
The wnr, If anything, howc^vcr. has 
but hastened the imlversnl utlilKatlon 
of radlo-tcIeOhony. ^Whllo the world 
Is .engrossed In the titanic ^trngglo 
from Belgium to Swltzerhmd. It has 
not had time to note all the roamrk- 
nblo progress that has been accom- * 
pushed In the conversion of the 
''Iheorellcnl" to the "praetlcnl"— the 
drrain turned reality. 

Aviation was a hazardous game In 
America before the war— scofTed at 



as the sport of daredevil fanatics. 
Yel at this moment the winged mem- 
bers of our nir cavalry take to the 
clouds with the same nonchalanco 
that the average motorist tunes up for 
n trip to the seashore or mountains. 
Kohbed of its battle dangers aviation 
today stands out as an accomplished 
fact, to be negotiated with ease, com- 
fort nnd safety. Our boys after the 
"nr will turn their garages Into han- 
gars. Tlio aerlnl postman breaking 
records today between New Ycn-k luul 
WiiNhingtiin is a Imrliinger of the new 
era of air transportntlon. 

Sn after the war llie wireless tolo- 
phone will bo developed as a casunl 
ci.ninu'rcial asset and men will talk 
with their business pnrlners In Lon- 
don. Paris and Rome, say tlie w.len- 
tifits. Just as today they use the tele- 
phone to coramunlcote with Atlanta 
or Chicago. 

In the army and navy of thn United 
Slates this fall, radlo-telepliony Is 
playing a potent part In the business 
of winning the war. Thtmsands of 
yonng men who go up to -Uie nnllo 
arms of the service are linking togetli- 
er the lighting forces rtf the nation so 
that each and every separate unit is 
Mosely united under u single guid- 
ance, working cohesively for the one 
supreme attainment and at a moment's 
iiollce In the most Intlnuite contact 
with their military directors. 

The grent probleai In mdlo-tele- 
plinny at first Was the question of 
sulllclcnt energy control. It was noc- 
esMiry to develop transmitting sta- 
tions capable of generntlng hlgb-fre- 
quency currents and nidlaUng them so 
tliaV the currents Induced In the re- 
ceiving" apparatus when rectlHed 
would cause no disturbing noise In 
(he teleplione receiver. It was neces- 
sary also to find the inenns by which 
the aniiJlltude of the high frequency 
currents could he contndled and mod- 
ulated by the voice so that the auipll- 
tmh* of radiated waves followed close- 
ly every variation In the voice. 
Brought Under Control. 
All of these dlfilcultlcs have been 
overcome In the last few years by Iho 
world's renowned scientists. A* sys- 
lem nf control hn.s l»ecn Iinllt up with 
the pliolron as Its potential pivot so 
Ibal llie amount of energy iu llie wire- 
less teleplione transmitter need be no 
larger tlinn (hat commonly used In 
standard telephone circuits. ... It has 
been found posHlble to connect up tlilH 
radio telephone with llie regular tele- 
phone lines so that conversation nmy 
be carried out between two people, 
bnlii of whom are eoanected with llu) 
radio stations by means of the regu- 
lar land* lines. 

Two fields of activity for rntjlo-tel- 
ephony opened up with the develop- 
iiient of the first wireless telephone. 
The first wns for long distance where 
wire telepliony was Impossible over 
submarine cables and expeiislvi; on 
b.nd. The other was for sliort dis- 
tances between ships ot sea,- and lie- 
tivcen land stations. 

Atmospheric Conditions. 
Transoceanic commuidcatlon Is like- 
ly to be developed faster than lidnnd 
ra<llo-Ielepbony. It was pointed out 
some time ago by J. J. Cnrty, the eUw^- 
trlcal engineer whose achlevcmeat 
made possible the first wireless ide- 
pbone uiessnges from New York to 
Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, tlmt transmis- 
sion across the ocean wns easier than 
luioss land because there were fewer 
almosplierlc dlsturbiince.g. 

"Overcoming these disturbances Is 
(lie greatest problem we have at 
hand," ho said. ^\Ve do not know ex- 
actly what causes 'theiu. but from our 
first experiments wo know that they 
are greater In summer, than la winter, 
so art* probably caused by electrical 
disturlmnees Ih. the atinosjiTiere. Theo- 
retically an.v nund)cr of messages can 
he kept separate by tuning the appa- 



rotus and other devices. PrncUcally 
when It comes to tho rapid vibrations 
necessary to carry the human voice, 
the number Is very limited. There Is 
no way of preventing anyone within 
the zone of communication from tak- 
ing any message his Instrument Is 
tuned to. And If there were lunny 
messages at once they would liUerfere 
with each other." 

It would appear now that these dif- 
ficulties were being overcome for, ac- 
cording to reports frma the Itatlle- 
fleitl.s of France, the wireless tele- 
phone Is proving n miglity valuul)le as- 
set In the maneuvers of modern war- 
fare, despite all (lie gunfire and tho 
disturbed atmospheric conditions, Gi> 
Ing over the top In trencli warfare, the 
old r(.'llabl(' telephone was a handy 
asf^et In commulcntlng to tiio roar tlie 
i-esnils of ilie advance. IJnt lately tho 
tnfops liave been going forwurd so fast 
that as soon as one telephonic line 
would be set up iinotlier extension 
would be necessary to keep pace with 
the Hying Yankees. 

"Helios" From the Clouds. 
It is in the air service that the wire- 
less telephone now is being employed 
to such remarkable advantage. Voices 
mU of the air, messages filtering down 
through the clouds, report tho ohser- 
vr-llons made during a reconnaissance 
filglil and convey to headquarters tho 
valued Information as to the move- 
ments nf the enemy troops. 

U Is said the airplanes now In flight 
uncoil a long strond of wire which 
acts as tlie antennae for transmission 
of tho message. An observer in n 
huge 'plane, noting the desertion of n 
village by the retreating Huns, has 
but to take up the telephone aad 
"hello" ills chief with the Imiiorlant 
nu^ssiigc. lastnnter the Yankees nro 
away In pursuit. 

The Incandescent lamp plays an Im- 
portant part In the great game of wire- 
less teiephnny from air fieet to land 
battlements. A tiny Inmp tliat can 
generate one horsepower of energy Is 
used to receive the faint currents, and 
a larger one boosts tlie currents so 
that the ordinary telephone apparatus 
can receive them. 

Aoeordliig to report. It Is a common 
nreniTcnce for a young American or 
French aviator now to he talking to 
buK(» headquarters while fiying high in 
the heavens SO to a 100 miles uu-ay. 
With the nTolvIng apparatus on tho 
earth ntluned to take the contact of 
wave lengths from Ids sending appar- 
ntus aloft he Is able to report Instant- 
ly nn the develoimient.s iielow. 

The wireless telephone has been lit- 
tle more than ten years on the wny In 
the mailer of actual demmistrntlna nf 
IlieorieH long held tenable. It begun 
Mith simple experiments In the .NVms" 
'■^'ork laboratories of Professor .Lee De- 
Fnresf, who succeeded In transmitting 
a distance of li few feet across n ta- 
ble without wires. 

Message of Peace. 
It was first employed at sea on ship- 
board 111 .luly, 1007, In roporllng yiiclit 
nu-es frnm tho yacht Thelma In Put-In- 
I'.r.y, a distance of four miles. Next 
exporliiients were made on the Imttle- 
sblp Connecticut off Cape Cod. Wltli- 
(lur wires messages were relaycft to 
(he-battleshlps Kentucky, and Illiuols. 
n distance of eight mlle.s. 

Fiom this beginning mdlo-telephnny 
Mns developed nntll trans-oceanic 
communication* became possible. All 
(hat lias been done In a mllilary way 
cannot bo^ revealed until the wnr I* 
over, hut It Is certain Ibeu to anvell 
some stardlng disclosures. It seenni 
certain, for one thing, Ihat the mes- 
sage of pence, proclaiming the over- 
throw of Gennan militarism ami tho 
triumph of doinncraey. will he relayed 
comidetely mound the world by 'tlu» 
wircle.'is tolpphone— a voice out of iliu 
clear Bk^■ proclaiming the dawn of tbii 
gi'eot day.

The ovation was especially enthus- 
iastic outside the American embassy. 
where Ambassador Page appeared on 
tlie balcony and addressed the crowd. 
He was heartily acclahned by the as- 
sembled citizens. 

A committee from the demonstrators 
was received by the ambassador. They 
asked Iilm .to convey to President AV'il- 
flon the gratitude of the people of 
Itome and of Italy to America, and 10 
express their admiration for that coun- 
try's part In tlie struggle. Tiie com- 
mittee wtslKMl him to as.sure the [)res- 
Ideut tlmt he could count on the con- 
stant support of the Italian nation for 
the triumph of his principles.

Throughout this protracted period of war the em- 
ployes have received due consideration. It was recogn-

A further schedule of all material used 
in the construction of the Telephone system would show 
corresponding increases. 

The time has now arrived when the Telephone 
Company must seek relief through an application to the 
Public Utilities Commission of Illinois for an increase in 
rates for local telephone service in order to pay wartime 
wages to the employees in the Telephone industry; pur- 
chase necessary equipment to maintain a high grade of 

service. 

Telephone service is vitally necessary to the Gov- 
ernment and to the nation- particularly at this time. 
Material must be purchased at these abnormally high 
prices to care for the needs of our government, as well 
as the norma) induscrial development, and further Tele- 
phone employes should receive adequate wages adjusted 
as nearly as possible to those prevailing in other in- 
dustries.

It is under these unusual financial conditions that 
the Chicago Telephone Company is making application 
for an increase in its rates for the local service. The 
Telephone Company has held out as long as possible 
before asking this relief, but has now reached a condi-. 
tion where the interests of the service, employees and 
the stockholders make it imperative that the revenue be' 

increased. 

This application does not cover a permanent in- 
crease in rates but will provide temporary relief, which 
may be discontinued in whole or in part, according to 
the circumstances, when the conditions which are re- 
sponsible for the present stress are modifiied or entirely 
cease in the judgment of the Public Utilities Commission 
of the State of Illinois.

U. S. TANKER WHIPS U-BOAT 



British and Norwegian Ships Run, but 
American Gives Battle — Out- 
fights Pirate. 

An Ainerlcim Port, Nov. 1. — ^^V torpe-

Nuhiiiarlne on an American tanker, u 
iirltlsli freighter and a Norwegian 
freighter, October 21, 700 miles from 
tlie French coast, In whicli the Ameri- 
can tanker' stopped to engage and ap- 
parently outfought the U-boat, was de- 
scribed by the crow of the Norwe- 
gian ship, which arrived- here.

On the contrary, only 5134.044,301).27 
thus far has been expended, with re- 
sults which ^nonpartisans describe as 
splendid. 'a . 

The ilndlngs of Mr, Hughes la brief 
follow.: 

, *'Col. Edwird A. Deeds, formerly In 
charge of aircraft production, should 
be tried by court-martial for Iiut>rop-' 
erly favoring the Dayton Wright Alr- 
Iilane compnny, holding alrplrine con- 
tracts, and for making a 'false and 
misleading* statement In regard to the 
progress of aircraft production. It hav- 
ing been untrue at the lime that any 
airplane.^ liad bcea shipped to France, 
ns he had reported. 

"Olilcers found to have had transac- 
tions on behalf of the government with 
corporations In the pecuniary profits 
of which tliey had an Interest should 
be prosecuted under section 41 of the 
criminal code, 

"Lieut. Col. Jesse G. Vincent vio- 
lated the statute l)y participating In 
transactions with the Packard Motor 
car company, of which he Is a stock- 
holder aad formerly was vice presi- 
dent. 

"Lieut. Col. Gooil'e W. Mlxtor. for- 
merly vice president of Deere & Co., 
Mollne, Hi., violated the statute, strict- 
ly construed, la serving In a super- 
vlsoiy capacity over Inspections at the 
Curtlss Airplane iind Jlotor company, 
in -which' he holds !i5 sliares of pre- 
ferred stock. 

"Second Lieut. Samuel B. Vroouian, 
Jr., violated the statute by serving in 
a supervisory capacity In inspections 
of aircraft propeller lumber sold to the 
government by the S. B. Vroornaa com- 
pany. 

"While bombing pliinos are being 
produced In quantity not a single com- 
bat plane lias been sent to rrance, al- 
tliouglt such pursuit planes could have 
been produced In large quantities many 
months ago bad there been prompt de- 
cision and conscientious purpose.' 

"Tlie Bristol fighter, wlllulrawa from 
production ns unsafe and unsuccessful, 
1ms been replaced by the S. S. 1:3.-5, 
two of which have been delivered. Up 
to Octolier J8 the De llavlland 4 type 
of bombing and recoanalssance plane 
bad been produced to the number nf 
2,.'i50. One hundred Handley-rage 
heavy bombers have beea delivered In 
parts, S5 per cent complete, and live 
Le I'ero planes recently have been de- 
livered. 

"Up to October 38 the number of 
Liberty motors delivered was 10.503. 
Since June 30 there Iiave boea deliv- 
ered 242 Bispano 180 horsepower mo- 
tors and one Bugatti motor. Five His- 
puno 300 horsepower motors have 
been delivered. 

"Aircraft production hns been at- 
tended by serious waste of materials 
and Inipodod by chaotic labor condi- 
tions, the Roveranient having been 
•largely competing with Itself* In the 
labor market. 

"Aa 'extravagnat scale of profits' 
has been allowed to nmtnifacturcrs of 
Liberty motors. Henry Ford, though 
behind la deliveries, expects to com- 
plete Ids contract for r),(M)0 engines liy 
January with an aggrefjate profit of 
$5,375,000. The Packard company Is 
due to reap J?in,000.000 in protlts. nnd 
*tho Lincoln aiotor company $11,250,000 
on n capital of $850,000."

The Y. W. C. A.'s outstanding con- 
tribution to soldier welfare work In 
training cnmps was the cntnbllslnnont 
of Hostess Houses, where the soldier 
or Bailor may n'celvc Ids mother, wife, 
sister or sweetlieurt In the surround- 
ings and almnsphere .of the best 
homes. 

Tho NnlionnI Cnlhollc Wnr Council 
co-ordlnntos all Calliollc welfare work 
In support of the trovcrnmont and 
through the K. of C. provides club- 
houses for our ll;,'hters In all Ameri- 
can training cnmps, ns well lis having 
seven ty-flvp centra's In France and 
three In Kn^luiid. In their hut.s iIil> 
K. of C. provides cnlertalnlngnient, 
movies, boxing bouts,, educational 
w<irk, roIlKlous services, free station- 
ery, readinj,' nmltur and writing rouuis. 
In France their rolling ninleen iic- 
companies /the American army, their 
secrelarl»;s nmrcli with the troops, giv- 
ing away cigarettes, cookies, cliocn- 
IntoK. soap nnd towels.
